4. Executive Director’s Report

A. Board was informed that a tenant at one of the Condominium’s owned

by the Authority has made other arrangements for her waterbed and
that she will use a regular mattress.

B. Discussion of Payment in Lieu of Taxes: It was decided that half
the amount would be paid in Novembeii. Once the Tax Rate is set, May’s
payment will be paid based on that figure.

C. Board was informed that Control Electric is willing to replace the
damaged thermostats at $5.00 per thermostat instead of $12.00. The
Executive Director is awaiting a final decision by EOCD.

D. Al Ring, from EOCD, has requested that the Authority contact a roofer

to find out the cost of repairing the roof ridge vent problems.
